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Crewe of Waukegan, fires Two Shots 
Nichols Just After Justice Weiss Had 
Dismissed Him on Her Complaint That 
He Had Tried to Run Her 
Down with a Rig 
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SHOOTING OCCURRED IN PRESENCE OF SEVERAL MEN 




Most Sensational. Affair of the Kind That Has Ever Occurred in the History of 

Lake County — Justice Weiss Flees From the Room Fearing He May be 

the Next Victim of Vengeance — Mrs. Crewe Lodged in the 

County Jail — Nichols Taken to Jane McAlislcr 
Hospital— Will Probably Die 
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Perhaps. one of the mOBt eensational nt- 
tack8 on a person's life over committed' in 
Waukegan was the drama enacted in. the 
police court Saturday afternoon when Mra. 
Alfred Crowe of Lewis avenue shot Mr. 
Nichols, also of Lewis avenue, through the 
liver. Mrs. Crewe shot twice, one ball 
passing threw the body, between the third 
and fourth rib, the second through- the 
I0080 akin : between the third and fourth 
finger* of tho left hand. 

Mrs. Crewe, on Saturday caused a .war- 
rant to bo issued for the nrresLof Mr. 
Nichols, charging him with having tried 
to strike her with a horse ; whip. . She nlso 
charged him with having attempted to run 
her down with htB horse and buggy. 

Nichols was arrested and taken to the 

police station and was accompanied by 

Mrs. Crowe. JuBt aa the three entered the 

station Mr. Crewe, who sat in the police 

^.station all the afternoon waiting for Mr. 

NichplB, threw a heavy spittoon at the 

man's lieud.. Mr. Crewe waB arrested and 

placed in tlio* city jail. Tho party were 

, then tokon upstairs to the court room. 

Tho caso was heard before Justice Weiss, 

who dismissed the caBQ for lack of evidence. 

claiming that it was shown beyond a doubt 

.;th'at Mr. Nichols did not hit Mrs Crewe 

and that she was not struck by the rig 

which Mr. Nichols was driving. ' 

Mrs. Crowe was sitting down when ^she 
was informed that Mr. Nichols had been 
; discharged. Upon; learning this Mrs 
A.Crcwo became 'very excited. Sho called. 
/ upon tho justice and asked him if he was 
s'uro that Mr. Nichols" was not to be pun* 
ished.'» She was informed that ho had been 
discharged.- She then broko forth into a 
possion. "Will not some one punish him 
for this deed?" she called. . "Can you'not, 
Mr. Hannah, see that he is punished?" 
Mr. Hannah informed her that all wn» 
done that could be, and that he could not 
J bo punished on that charge. 

. Mrs fl Crowe was standing by .this time 
and Mr. Nichols was at her right in front 
of tho bar. 

Without tho least warning she turned in 
her tracks and shouted, "He shall be pun- 
ishedj-he will bepunished," and with thnt 
sho drew a revolver from her, coat and fired 
twice. She was not standing more than a 
foot from Nichols at tho time and before 
the man had timo to. move or before any 
one in the court room had noticed her ac- 
tions she had drawn a 82-caliber Iver John- 
son revolver and shot tho man through the 
lower, part of the body, tho ball passing 
near the eighth rib. It is supposed to 
have passed into the liver. 
. ' Nichols, realizing the crime that was in- 
.^tended, threw up his loft hand in defense, 
and heforo he could grab tho , gun another 
cartridgo had been discharged, this pass- 
ing through the^ooso skin between the 
third and fourth fingers] < 

Nichols then foil to the floor. Officer 
. Sells, the only officer of the law present, 
seized the woman and, the revolver dropped 
to tho floor. Officer Sells dragged the 
waman into the little ante room where ho 
held 'her until Mr. Nichols was carried 
down into the police reception room. Mr.' 
Nichols was examined by those present 
nnd a call was sent in fcr Dr. Knight, who 
responded ina very few minutes and an- 
nounced the . necessity of taking the man 

• to tho hospital. This was done as soon as 
tho ambulance could ho summoned. Mrs. 
Crewo was taken to tho county, jail. 

Although Mrs. Crewo refused to talk to 
a newBpapor. reporter, she talked freoly 

• with; Sergeant John Maynard. Sho told 
.him how Mr. Nichols had ruined her 

family. How'she had taken buggy rides 
with him and how aho had boon forced to 

' ruin her. own character by ttiiB married 
manV Sho claimed that a doctor had an- 
„.. nounccd that she is about to have a child 
and that aa her husband was not- homo all 
summor Mr. Nichols, a childless man, is 
the father of tho child, 
A few weeks ago, on complaint of neigh- 

■ y borsand Mrs. Crowe, Mr, Crowo was com- 
pelled to stand trial as to his sanity. 

Ho was brought into court and thoso 
who had never seen tho man thought at 
first glance- the man waB crazy. Tho jury 
brought in verdict of eano. Tho judgo 
told Crowo that if ho would ceoso! worrying 
he would be all right. Ho did not know 




what was : troubling Crewe or'thnt he had 
family troubles. 

Crowe finally became so frantic that ho 
did not know what he was doing, flo left 
homo one night about a weok ago in the 
middle of tho night. Ho got out of. bed 
and with the same gun was about to end 
his life when he remembered that ho was 
the father, of *even children. The next day 
ho wont w; Kcnosha\ where bo states ho 
spent the entire day looking for a job. ' He 
came back to the city the next morning and 
found that his wife had not been homo all 
night. Crewe stated that one day whilo 
standing in his barn he beard NicholB re- 
late -the atory of his lovo affair with his 
wife. He tokHiow they had taken bugcy 
rides. This made him crazy. Ho wanted 
to shoot the man who would dare to come 
into another's homo and break up his 
family. 

Mrs. Albert Crewe would have ended hor 
own life after huviog fired two shots at 
Nichols in tbo police court, sho admits 
in a statement. "I would have turned tho 
Brooking pistol upon ■myself," sho said, 
"but Bomehow the noise in the station as 
the men moved around, the Bight of Nich- 
ols on the floor and the thought of death, 
deterred mo and I dropped the pistol in- 
stead nnd stood there frightened. 

"I camo to tho police station with the 
intention. of killing myself when tho case 
came to an end and 1 it .was only a mis- 
chance that I did not carry out this in- 
tention." 

Mrs. Crowe may plead tho unwritten 
law in her own defense. Just now there 
is no specifio chnrgo against her and she is 
booked only for assault with intent to' kill. 
If NicholH recovers she willface this chnrgo 
in reality. However if he dies the charge 
will bo changed to murder. 

At the hospital every cusp from, the 
mouth of the patient still unconscious on 
his cot is watched by trained attendants, 
as the stopping of tho weak breath: means 
that 'Mra/ Crewo will bo tried for murder. 
From nnother source'eome thr information 
that Nichols must die., The ballet he re- 
ceived lodged in tho liver and it is said to 
bo only a question of. time before blood 
poiuoning sots in and ho collapses. It will 
be a miracle if ho recovers.

Plucky Battle of Patrick flynn at Ravens- 
wood With Armed Robbers . 

.' Patrick .Flynn, besieged in his signal 
tower in the north Ravenswood'yardB by 
four bandits,' fought a desperate battle 
early last Friday in which the lives.of a 
train load of passengers coming fronnMil- 
waukeo ovor tho ' Northwestern railroad 
were imperiled. 

Flynn escaped from tho desperadors in 
time to throw a switch and save the fast 
train from being wrecked. 

Tho plucky toworman, 'armed with nn 
iron bar, fought with tho robbers while 
the train with thoso on board, ignorant of 
their danger, thundered on toward an open 
switch. , 

Realizing that a wreck which must cost 
snores of lives was threatened, Flynn with 
a last desperate effort, Bwung his iron bar 
and then sprang to the lovers. 

Tho wbistlo of the passenger locomotive 
was borne to his ears and he threw the 
lever and tho next moment lay unconscious 
on iho floor of the signal tower from a blow 
delivered by ono of the bandits. 

The robbers then rifled Flynn V clothes, 
securing his gold watch and chain and 855 
with which they escaped. Not long after- 
words another employe, who had come to 
reliovo Flynn, found tho latter unconscious 
in tho tower, bleeding from scalp wounds. 
. Early in the morning Flynn descended 
his-'ladder to drive away four men who 
were talking.' bosterously under the signni 
tower. When he orderedthem out of the 
railroad yards, they attacked him. 

They were armed with revolver? and 
knives. Flynn, who' wns^ unarmed, hur- 
ried up the ladder. He was pursued. 
Before ho could grasp an iron bar with 
which to repel the assailants,, the foremost 
man had his head and shoulders through 
tho trap door. 

Flynn struck at him, but the man dodg- 
ed the blow. Flynn was grasped by tho 
legs nnd thrown to the floor. 

Ho fought desperately and kicked tho 
man in the chin with his heavy boots. A 
second assailant, however, had climbed the 
ladder, and Flynn was soon struggling in 
tho embrace of the second man. 

He felt the fingers of his assailant clos- 
ing over bis throat, but with a desperate 
effort ho freed himself, the thought of 
the peril of- the . approaching train gave 
him unusual strength. 



BRISTOL BOYS 

MAKE MONEY 

CATCHING FROGS 

Boys in the town of Bristol have dis- 
covered a nowBOurco for spending money 
and a good many dollars nro being mado 
duilyjn the town, by the catching of 
frogj. Crates of frogs are being shipped 
on. nearly every train that goes out of tho 
village, and at present there are a half 
dozen of theyouuger.raenin the 'town who 
havo gone, into the , industry. It seems 
that owing to tho open wintor tho fioga 
are resting very near tho top of the' water 
and the bogs and small creeks of tho town 
nre being visited by tho boys daily and it 
isclaimedthatthe frogs are being taken 
out by the bushel. The frogs are found 
hibernating in tho sink holeB. along the' 
hank of the creek and it is claimed that 
they are taken out dozens nt a time in ono 
great mass. The. frogs are all Bizes but 
most of them are large enough to be valu- 
able as a commercial product. 

Tho frogs are taken from these sink holes 
and. while they are not dead they are com- 
pletely stunned by tho cold water and in 
this condition they, nro packed in crates 
similar to thoso used for the shipments of 
fruits and berries and -with no further 
treatment they are shipped. Tho frogs 
are being.sold to a company in Indiana 
which soils them to tho Inrger hotels and 
restaurants and this company has notified 
tho BriBtol'men that they are willing to 
take all tho frogs that can be shipped to 
them. It is thought that the industry 
could be carried on with profit in other 
towns, for it is claimed thnt the waters 
in all the creeks are well filled with frogs 
Frog legs are now selling at sixty cents a 
dozen in Chicago and at this price the 
industry is a profitable ono.

: * ; A week ago last Sunday Welsh and 
myself blew into Racine. Wo went im- 
mediately into the smoking room at the 
Northwestern depot. There wo observed 
three men standing in one corner of tho 
depot. .. Wo went over. aud. butted in. I 
thought at tho time I heard, them . saying., 
something about making easy money, so 
that was just what we were after. When 
they 'observed that we were bums they 
didn't heSitnle, but came right after us. 
We were informed that Moran, one of tho 
fellowB who seemed to bo tho chief spokes- 
man, wanted the other two who wore pres- 
ent to go out with him and hold up. some 
one. They, told us that they had refused 
nnd would take tho next train for the north. 
Moran then observed that when he talked 
aboujt making ,easy; money Welsh and my- 
self 'were interested, so- he: broached the 
subject to us, 

"Plans wore made by' which wo should 
como to Waukegan and hold up J. J. Dun- 
ning, out on Grand* avenue. Morari told 
ub he knew this Dunning had $1,500- in his 
jeans and all that wo would have, to do 
was to bat him oue on the bead and then 
burn his feet with matches nntll ho told us 
where ho kept his wad. We then scattered 
that nighr. 

• "We met again the next morning and 
by the time wo got to this city itvwaa too 
late to do tbo job.

I Chief Tyrrell decided to raid the former 
•homo of the couple, a shock on Lewis ave- 
nue, and with Assistant Chief Hicks' went- 
over to the place. • 

It is a one roomed shack,' crudp and 
tumbled down, with- a loft above the ore 
story in which like the pioneers of old tie 
Morans Blept. 

Assistfint&hief, Hicks crawled up a ladder 
and finnlly u'noarthed two more bits of evi- 
dence. They wore one hnndkercnief, un ■ » 
used as it camo from the store, and one 
.small pasteboard box. . - 
./■ They found through a close relative, the 
girl 'smother, that she resided at 701 Grand'' 
atenue, ItaciheV arid that Bhe and her bus- . 
band live there .and have lived there for\, 
some months uniler the name "Mr. Will j- 
Burnett arid wife."

Commenting on the second conten- 
tion of -Schmltz's attorneys that there 
was no threat. to do. unlawful Injury 
the court declares; 

"We are clearly of the opinion that 
the indictment -Is Insufficient, because 
it does not allege, nor show that the 
specific injury threatened was an un- 
lawful injury." It is not an unlawful 
act, reasons the court, to threaten to 
' hold up the licenses of the restaurant 
keepers or actually to do so. 

Entitled to Release on Bail. 
The decision will atop the French 
restaurant cases, and pending charges 
of extortion against Schmitz and Ruef 
must be dismissed. Both are now en- 
titled *to release on bail. If they ob- 
tain the necessary bondsmen they can 
remain 1 at liberty until such time as 
a jury finds them guilty on one of 
the indictments charging them with 
^receiving bribes from corporations. 
Owing to the number of cases against 
them the ball, figured at $10,000 a 
case, would reach an enormous figure. 
Can't Get Out for 60 Days. 
Schmitz and Ruef. cannot: take ad- 
vantage of the decision for GO days.

Many Others Injured' In Great Blaze 
In New York. 

New York. — Four firemen went to 
their deaths Friday night when they 
responded to a Are that ruined the 
Parker building, a 12-story business 
structure occupying the block between 
East Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
Btreeta on Fourth avenue. 

Fought by half the firemen of Man- 
hattan and apparatus that filled the 
atreeta for blocka, the flames were 
never controlled and only with diffi- 
culty were they confined to the build- 
ing in which they originated. Floor 
after floor gave way and' dropped to 
the basement and. beneath these and 
crumbling walla no less than 30- fire- 
men were caught and either killed 
outright or serloualy injured.

Committee S.:ys There Wat -No War- 
rant for Asking Federal Aid and 
State Should Preserve Order, 

"Washington.— ^President has deter- 
mined to withdraw tbe federal troops 
from Goldfleld, Nov., shortly after the 
legislature begins Its special session 
Tuesday. This Intention was made 
known at the White House Sunday 
when the report of the special Investi- 
gation committee was made public, to- 
gether with a letter from the president 
to oGv. Sparks, dated January 4. 

The president says he shall be gov- 
erned by the recommendations In the 
report unless the governor can show 
that the statements of the report are 
not in accordance with the facts. The 
report says: 

"The conditions did not support the 
general allegations In the governor's 
request for troops, nor were his spe- 
cific statements established to any 
such extent as to justify his ubq of 
these statements for the purpose of 
getting federal troops." 

It concludes with this recommenda- 
tion: 

"But we must also firmly believe 
that upon the assembling of the legis- 
lature, or within a few days • there- 
after, the troops should be removed, 
regardless, of any request for their re- 
tention that may be made by either 
the legislature or the governor of 
Nevada, It being essential that the 
state of Nevada shall understand this 
situation completely, shall recognize 
the fact that there will, at that date, 
be thrown upon It, and It alone, the 
primary responsibility of keeping or- 
der and that, recognizing this responsi- 
bility, , It may take such action as Is 
the duty of the state and as will be 
sufficient In the premises."

Anxiety for Jack London. . 
San Francisco. — Friends of Jack 
London, the author, are beginning to 
feel anxiety over his failure to arrive 
at the Marquesas islands, which he 
was expected to reach early In Decem- 
ber. London left Hilo, Hawaii, Oc- 
tober 7 last In his boat, the Sn'ark, 
for Marquesas and Is about a month 
overdue. It Is supposed that the 
Snark, which is equipped with a gaso- 
line engine, Is. drifting about as the 
result of injury to her machinery. 
Besides London, Mrs. London, two 
friends and a small crew are In the 
.vessel. 



Rio Janeiro. — The American fleet of 
16 battleships, entered the port of Rio 
Janeiro at three o'clock Sunday after- 
noon, after a passage from Port of 
Spain, Trinidad, more than 3,000 
miles, unmarred 'by serious accident, 
replete with Interesting Incidents arid 
ending with, a royal*, welcome from the 
thousands that had gathered to greet 
the visitors. 

The fleet weighed anchor at four 
o'clock on the afternoon of December 
29 at Port of Spain, and exactly at 
four o'clock Sunday the vessels were 
swinging at their anchors in this 
beautiful harbor. 

Word that the 'fleet had passed Capo 
Frio, about 46 miles out, was received 
at 8:30 o'clock and Immediately scores 
of tugs and other small craft, crowded 
with spectators, set out to meet the 
visitors and accompanied thorn to the 
anchorage. Outlined against the hori- 
zon, the great battleships, stretched 
out In one long line, camo slowly 
through the passage into the bay. 

As Boon as the anchorage was made 
the Brazilian minister of marine, Ad- 
miral Alencar, the captain of 'the port, 
the American consul, C. E. Anderson; 
the commandants of naval divisions 
and . the civic authorities went on 
board the Connecticut and extended a 
hearty welcome to Rear Admiral Ev- 
ans, his officers and men. \ 
v The battleship fleet will remain 'at 
Rio for the next ten days, and officers 
and men will bo elaborately enter- 
tained by both the government and the 
municipality- arid by organizations of 
citizens. 



Boyortown, Pa.— A catastrophe ter- 
rifying in its details. and slckonlng In 
its results Monday swept nearly 100 
bouIs of this town Into eternity In al- 
most -the twinkling of- an eye. and in- 
jured nearly . three-score, ; many of 
them fatally. Moat of; the killed .were 
members of the leading , families of 
the town. 

While the "Scottish Reformation" 
was being produced in Rhoades. opera 
house/by Mrs. Monroe of Washington 
a tank used In a moving .picture scene 
exploded. Immediately there was a 
wild rush for tho exits. .Men endeav- 
ored to still the panic, but their voices 
could not bo heard. It aeemod a3 
though nearly the entire audlenco 
rushed for' the . exits the~ moment tb.o 
explosion occurred. 

In their attempt to quiet, the crowd 
those persona who were on tho stage, 
accidentally upsot tho coal oil lamps 
used as footlights. The burning -.oil 
was scattered In all directions, and the 
lamps which were used to light tho 
opera houso exploded, throwing oil 
over the terror-stricken people who 
were lighting frantically to gain the 
exits. 

Then a section of the floor .gave 
way, precipitating scores of persons to 
tho basement. As the. floor collapsed 
the shrieks of tho helpless persons 
who were carried down were heard 
for blocks. 

It was scarcely -five minutes from 
the time of the explosion of the tank 
until, the entire "structure was .like a 
tearing -furnace.' . There vwas-.a: wild 
scramble for the stairway leading to 
the balcony and scores of '„ women 
and children were knocked down and 
trampled upon, many of them doubt- 
less being crushed to death. At least 
50 persons, realizing that exit by the 
Btalrway meant almost certain death, 
risked their lives by jumping from 
tho windows. Many of these were 
painfully injured. 

Many persons who otherwise might 
have made their escape from the fur- 
nace of flames were held In check by 
the jam at the doors. As the flames 
ate their way toward the front of the 
building women could be Been to clasp 
thoir hands and fall back into the 
flames. 

Onco tho doorways were cleared 
the rescuers dragged many women 
and children from the stairway lead- 
ing to the balcony. Some of them 
were bo badly Injured that they died 
before reaching a temporary hospital." 
Skulls were crushed and the faces of 
some of the victims were so horribly 
mutilated that ttiey were barely recog-. 
nlzable.

Springfield. 111., Jan. 14.— The Illi- 
nois State Historical society > will hold 
it? ninth annual meeting in the scnat' 
chamber In the statehouse at Spr ng 
field Thursday and Friday, Jan. .30 

and 31. 

Tliis being the semicentennial of the 
Lincoln-Douglas debates of 1858 the 
Historical society will;, celebrate tills 
historic anniversary by a special meet- 
ing in each of the towns where the 
original debates occurred on the an- 
niversary of tlie debute, at the same 
hour of the day and, ns nearly as pos- 
sible, on the spot where the -original 
debates occurred. These celebrations 
will be local, but the Historical society 
has appointed a committee with local 
chairmen, of -which Colonel Clark 13. 
Carr, of" Galcsburg, is the general 
chairman. Colonel Carr has v'.sited 
Ottawa. Frceport, Charleston, Jones- 
boro. Gnlesburg; Alton and' Quliiey. 
the seven towns wherctl.e debates oc- 
curred, and the local committees n e 
now maklne preparations. At th'.» an 
imnl meeting of the Historical soeietj, 
Colonel Carr will report the proeres* 
of the arrangements for the celebra- 
tion -of the seinl-centeniilal of the de- 
bates and will 'explain fully the plana 
of the Historical society and the local 
committees. Attempts will be made 
at the local meetings to mark the sites

Th" 
pcorctnfy of state under the provision^ 
of the law -organizing the Historical 
library turned .over to the truvtce* 
nf the hew library 442 books and 
pnmphlets. These were the. nucleus 
of the collection which Is today the llr 
llnols State Historical library. Tho 
library now owns about twenty thou- 
sand books mid pamphlets, and has, 
some most Interesting manuscripts. 
The secretary of the Historical socie- 
ty. Mrs. "Jessie Palmer Weber, 1b the 
librarian, Under the law making' the 
[Historical 'society a department of the 
library the collections of the society 
are tile property of the state, arid- arc 
n part of the Illinois State Historical 
library. The trustees of the library 
from its organization began the collec- 
tion of books, pamphlets, manuscripts 
and pictures Illustrating Illinois or 
western history. Tlie late Judge II. 
W. .Beckwith, of Danville, was the 
first president of the library board and 
occupied tliat position until his death, 
except during the term of Governor 
Altgeld, during which time Judge 
Lambert Tree was chairman. To 
Judge Tree the library owes the coll ee 
tlon of a number of rare French book* 
which treat of the earliest white ex- 
ploration and occupation of the Missis- 
sippi valley. 

Society Takes Up Work. 
In ISO!) the Illinois State Historical 
society was formed. Judge H. W. 
Beckwith was Its first president and 
Professor E. B. Greene, of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois,' Its first secretary. 
In 1003 the legislature passed nn net 
making the Illinois State Historical 
society a department of the Illinois 
State Historical library, and th'? 
"library pull'Rhed the transactions of 
the society and other historical mateil 
nl. Tlie first publication of the library 
was, Issued in 1SD0 and, Is entitled "A

Just why Senators Foraker and Dick 
maintain that the methods prescribed for 
"the choice of delegates' to the State con- 
vention in February are unfair or onerous 
•it is difficult to understand. We can set- 
nothing unreasonable in committing the 
choice of delegates directly to the voter*. 
It is only as recently as lust fall that Senator 
Foniker complained, at the time the Re- 
publican State Committee met and put 
Secretary Tuft forward for the Presidential 
nomination na the choice of tho party in 
Ohio, that the committee had no authority 
to speak'in advance for voters who had not 
had the opportunity, to express their pre- 
ferences. Ho it was who demanded a 
'suspension or judgment until* direct test 
of sentiment could be had and asked that a 
popular vote should designate the member* 
of the state convention to ►elect four deleft 
afef-at-large to 'the' Republican National 
Convention. ThiB suggestion wits, entirely 
agreeable to the friends of Secretary Taft. 
and it.hns been decided to apply the pro 
visions of the new primary election law, 
not yet in elTeet legally* and to submit dir- 
ectly to the voters, the' choice, of State con- 
yentiondelegatea. Senator Foraker baa 
seemed in earnest, heretofore, in his con- 
tention that he has the support of thepartj 
in Ohio and in his requet-t for ^a vote of 
confidence or a lack of "it. Certainly 
neither side to thi«« controversy can justly 
complain so long aa the issue between them 
can be submitted fuirly and directly to the 
party. It seenVsto us that Senators Foraker 
and Dick should waste no more time crit- 
icising the details of the call, but should 
ucl to work and whip into lino the senti- 
ment which they represent and which they 
profess to think really controls the party in 
Ohio. If they are right in their conten- 
tion Senator Foraker cannot lose under the 
call just Issued.

the process of milking. In bulletin 48 
in which these experiments are shown 
Is the following summary of results 
and recommendations: 

1. The use of the covered milk pall 
is of great advantage In any stable 
In excluding dirt and bacteria from 
the milk. The relative advantage 
gained by the. use of the cover de- 
pends Jipon the sanitary condition of 
the stable. . ' 

2. The special form of .cover docs 
not seem to be Important provided It 
is a device practical for .use' and the 
area through which dirt can gain ac- 
cess to the' milk is reduced as much 
as possible.. 

3. Whether, or not a strainer on tho 
covered pall Is desirable depends upon 
the stylo of the straining device. 

4. The use of the strainer in a pall 
where the dirt which falls Into the 
opening Is- likely to be driven through 
by the succeeding streams of milk is 
not desirable. Its use tends to in- 
crease the germ content of the milk 
and Injure Its keeping quality, 
- 5. In palls where .the dirt which 
falls In does not remain where the suc- 
ceeding streams strike against it a 
strainer cloth aids In keeping down 
the number, of bacteria which gain ac- 
cess to the milk.

Don't milk* the cow right up to 
the time of calving just because she 
shows a willingness. She needs 'a 
couple of months' 'rest. 

If butter la worked too much, it will 
show an oily or greasy look, and It 
Is then that the grain Is injured. 

The dairy house should bo so ar- 
ranged that the temperature Is direct- 
ly under the control of the dairyman. 
Feed only clean, wholesome food, 
and never feed strong flavored foods, 
such as cabbage, turnips, potatoes,

Other Work of Library. 
Several circulars and bulletins have 
also been Issued, among which may b.» 
moutlohcd nn outline or guide for the 
study of Illinois history with refer- 
ences. This was prepared by Mrs. 
Jessie Palmer Weber, assisted by 
Georgia L. Osborne, the assistant U 
brnrlan, The library Is especially 
fortunate In having a complete file of 
the Illinois State Register beginning -fi 
1S30 and coming down to the p:esent. 
The files of the Illinois State Journal 
nre also Ir" tho library from I8.'I1 to 
the present, but nre tlie property p p 
tho Journal company, which hat 
placed them In the library for safe 
keeping and the convenience' of tlie 
public. Tho. llbrnry owns a file of. tin? 
Illinois Intelligencer, of Vandalla, 
1822-1820. It was the gift to tlie state 
of Illinois of Edward Coles, rBeeoml 
governor of the state. 

The library Is very rich In Llncoln- 
lann. It has several hundred books 
and pamphlets on Lincoln, several rare 
manuscripts, and a large collection 
of photographs, engravings and othe:* 
pictures of Mr. Lincoln. The llbrnry 
has a line set of the laws of the state, 
n complete set of the journals of the 
general' nsppmbly, house and senate, 
It haB reports of state ofllcers, state 
boards and Institutions. Its collection 
of books of western travel Is most In- 
teresting. In the early days of tlie 
state It was the fashion for eastern 
gentlemen or gentlewomen, to make 
tours of the west and relate their ex- 
periences In letters or journals. 
-There were many English visitors, 
too, !n tlie early days of tlie state, but 
they were more serious 'visitors as a 
; rule. r They came for the purpose.. of 
spying 'out tho land and making set- 
tlements and homes. The "Engl'sli 
settlements" .in EdwardB, county wore 
made by M-tIs BIrkbeck nnd George 
Flower,* who bought land aud founded

Tho cement floor Is 
laid level, and I find that this is a mis- 
take, as it should bo laid eloping to 
tho gutters, to give It good drainage. 
One of these houses faces tho. south.

MOTOR BOATING ON ICE. 



A Queer Now Craft That Attains Sen- 
sational Speed .Briefly Described. 
Boom For Ice Yachting In Chicago. 
Talk of East Versus West Races. 

Skee racing, running and jumping are 
on the Jump In this country, and' there 
1b no cause to wonder. The sport Is 
one of the very best ever devised for 
winter out of door exercise. It Is a 
cross between snowshoelng and skat- 
ing. . It Is more, dangerous than either 
and gives a more violent form of ex- 
ercise. 
* Ishpemlng, Mich., Is the center of the 
sport .In Amerlcn. a A large number of 
Swedes and Norwegians live there, 
and they foudly Indulge In tho favor- 
ite sport of their native lauds. 

The long ash, hickory or birch run-, 
new are strapped firmly to the feet, 
and tremendous speed can be attained 
by experts on the level as well as on 
slopes. The full length of the skee 
should be us far ns the person using It 
can .reach overhead with /tho middle 
finger, both heels, on the ground. 
Width, at the rear end, three and one- 
quarter Inches; middle (below toe 
strap), two and three-quarters inches; 
s widest portion of . forward ^ .bend, 
(twelve iucbes from tip), three and 
three-quarter Inches. Side view: Tip, 
seven-eighths of an Inch for two 
inches, tapering down to one-quarter 
of an inch (in the bend), eight inches 
from the tip, continuing fpr.slx Inches, 
then gradually Increasing to one and 
oue-clghth of an Inch, forty-nine luetics 
from the tip. There the toe strap is 
placed. 'Then It tapers down to one- 
quarter of au inch nt tljo rear end. 
Underneath is cut a groove in. the con-, 
tor, not quite one-quarter of an Inch 
deep. This Ib 'to prevent side slip.; , 

The skees are seldom bent up In tho 
rear, as being^of little advantage, and- 
besides making so much less, bearing 
surface on the' snow. In the middle It 
is bent up about one inch. . This makes 
It keep up better in loose snow.

Prom 1820 to 1850 the papulation Increased from oo.OOO to ^O.tKlO. 

While prospering numerically, the state. was experiencing Its full share of 
tribulations. Looming large among the problems confronted by the pioneer* 

was the Mormon question. The Mormon settlement at Nauvoo between 1840- 
40 threatened to develop an independent sovereignty. The dual expulsion o ; 
the followers of the sect was conducted without mercy, in defense of whlcit 
course the extreme provocation was pointed to as Justllication. 

Unfortunate huslness experiences also set their Impress upon the strug- 
gling commonwealth. State banking ventures were embarked In find proved 
disastrous. Internal Improvement schemes caught the fancy of the pioneer 
statesmen, and with serious consequences. The Illinois and Michigan eunnl 
was the onlv successful enterprise of the period. By 1842 state bankruptcy 
was Imminent. Au'opportune reform polity averted the impending catastrophe, 
and the public credit and good name wore gradually restored. 

In the middle of the nineteenth century lllinols-already attracting the 
attention of the nation-was in the'throes of sectional strife. The slavery 
question whs a burning Issue. Stephen A. Douglas, leader of the Democratic 
party, which up to that time had been the dominant power In state polities, 
had 'taken a conservative position upon the subject. Following his Initiative, 
the general sentiment had been opposed to political agitation. However, with 
the repeal of the Missouri compromise in 1854, and the continued immigration 
•of New Englnndors to the northern half of the state, the antlslnvery feeling 
developed rapidly and Illinois, which had been passively antlslnvery. heeauio 
rabidly "abolitionary" In most parts. 

General agitation on the part of tho opponents of slavery led to the organi- 
zation of the Republican party, which held its first state convention In llloom- 
Ingtou In 1850. Then followed the picturesque struggle for political supremacy 
between Douglas and Abraham Lhicoiu. Tho great senatorial contest of 1858

Two years later these two i magnificent figures had berorao Ibe national 
leaders of their respective parties In tlie librtfi. The presidential -campaign- hi 
Illinois was extremely bitter. Lincoln captured practically nil tho northern 
counties and Douglas the southern end- of the state, the Coriuer securing the 
electoral vote. 

Although Illinois Democrats generally followed their lender' In pledging 
support to the Union, when Lincoln Itemed his call for troops In- April, 1801. a 
considerable number of voters of tin? state opposed the Lincoln policies 
throughout the entire civil war. Esr-kdiitly was thl» true of emancipation. 
In 1802 the administration was. overwhelmingly repudiated in the Illinois con- 
gressional and state elections. The legislature in the following year voted 
for the ratltlcatlon of a proposed thirteenth amendment forever prohibiting 
any Interference with slavery in tho strifes. The bouse went so far as to pass 
resolutions favoring an armlwtlee between the Federal and Confederate 
armies. In 1801, however, the state (gave Its vote to Lincoln, and the next 
general assembly reversed the policy: of its predecessor, voted '.o ratify tho 
thirteenth amendment as finally udoptiil and regaled the "black laws," placing 
the negro In a position of Inferiority Lvfore the law. 

The last half of the century wllniksod a marvelous growth and develop- 
ment By 1870 the population was 2h0O,QO0, ami tlie state had ascended to 
sixth place among the states in tliejvahue of her manufactured products.

In her .fiU.OOO 
square miles dwelt 5,000.000 people. She was producing J18.000.000 tons of 
bituminous coal annually; more than 40.000 manufacturing establishments flour- 
ished within her conllnes, nnd over 1,500 banking Institutions handled her .vast 
wealth. Her farmers tilled more than 27,000,000 acres of Improved farm hind, 
the products of which created wealtl^ averaging In excess of $3-15,000,000 nnnu-

Reports to the comptroller of the currency 
Sept. -1, 1000, showed the 300 national banks of the stute to pofisosa aggregate 
resources of $221 v ,3 10,500.40. At, the same time there, were In existence In the 
state more private bunking Institutions than state and national banks com- 
bined.

To investigate. Disease. 

Gov. Dencen designated a committee 
of nine authorized by the legislature 
to Investigate occupational diseases. 
The persons named by the governor 
are: Charles R. Crane of the Crane 
company, Prof. Charles It. Hender- 
son, University of Chicago; Dr. Lud- 
wlg Hektoen of the Memorial Insti- 
tute for Infectious Diseases; Dr. Alice 
M.. Hamilton, Hull' house; Edward T. 
Davles, state factory Inspector; Dr. 
George W. Webster and Dr. James A. 
Egan, state board of health, and David 
Ross, state bureau of labor statistics. 
Tho labor lobby Becured the sanction 
of the legislature to still another com- 
mission of inquiry. A resolution was 
passed by both houses to authorize 
the governor to select a commission 
of nine to draw up a bill or bills- pro- 
viding for protection in shops, and fac- 
tories from hazardous machinery. 



Illinois Ranks Second In Oil. 

Withr a ^ production .of approximate- 
ly. 25,000,000 barrels of oil In the last 
year,' Illinois ranks second In the 
country as an oil-producing state. It 
1b surpassed only by California, and 
during the year 1907 Illinois, has pro- 
duced more oil than Pennsylvania, 
.Ohio and Indiana combined. Statis- 
tics on oil production were issued by 
H. Poster' Bain, director of the state 
geological survey. The oil industry 
In this state is of recent development, 
as It began In June, 1905, with a pro- 
duction of 5,489 barrels. According to 
Mr! Bain, there Is at the present time 
a continuous string of producing wells, 
more than 9,000 in number. At . the 
present • time Illinois Is producing 
more oil than any country In the 
world,, except the United States as a 
whole, and Russia. The oil occurs at 
different horizons, ranging In depth 
from 300 to 1.600 feet Only 14 per 
cent of the wells drilled so far have 
been "failures.^ Mr. Bain believes that 
ns experienced i drillers prospect other 
partB of the state, . especially In the 
southern portion, additional oil fields 
will bo discovered. The. oil wells now 
InToperatlon aro situated in Clark, 
Cumberland, Crawford and Lawrence 
counties.

Nuts Seem to Fall to Satisfy the Hu- 
man Animal. « 

Next as the darlings of the would- 
be food reformer come nuts of. all 
sorts, say a a writer In - McClure's. 
These are urged upon us with special 
fervor and enthusiasm by those who 
regard all foods of animal origin as 
"tainted monoy," besmirched by the 
foul crime of murder. Here, we are 
told, art foodBtuff 8— walnuts, hickory 
nuts, Brazil nuts, pecans, peanuts — of 
a high degree of toothsomenees and 
attractiveness, not excessive. In ex- 
pense, and containing a larger per- 
centage of both proteld and fat 
Analysis made in the laboratory ab- 
solutely confirm the truth of the state- 
ment: Fats and protelds are- both 
present In large amount* and In read- 
ily digestible form; and yet practical- 
ly no "unemanclpated" specimen of 
the human race — except the Shawnee 
Indian In hickory nut time— will at- 
torn pt to mako a meal on nuts, re- 
garding them simply as a bonne 
bouche, to be taken after the serious 
business of the meal is over, merely 
as a dessert The tacit phrase of "the 
walnuts and the wine" expresses pre- 
cisely where they are in the scale of 
tho normal diet list. 



Will Check Smallpox. 

An alarming spread of smallpox 
throughout Illinois received special at- 
tention, at the thirty-first annual meet- 
ing of the state board of health. , It 
was the opinion of tho members that 
the spread of the disease is due In the 
majority of cases to faulty diagnosis, 
tho malady being termed chlckenpox 
In many. 'Instances. J. A. Egan, sec- 
retary of the board, was directed to 
communicate with tho physicians of 
the state and emphasize the differen- 
tial points between chlckenpox and 
smallpox and to use every endeavor to 
convince the people of the efficacy 
and necessity for vaccination. Offi- 
cers were elected by the board aB fol- 
lows: 

President— Dr. Georce W. Webster of 
Chicago. "■ 

Secretary and Treasurer— -Dr. James A. 
Egan of Springfield. 

Asks New Banking Law; 
• Radical revision of the state bank- 
ing: law is • proposed , in • a bill intrr> 
duced In the house by Representative 
Templeman. The measure is similar 
to one Introduced In congress and pro- 
vides that solvent banks of the state 
shall be assessed, semi-annually, their 
pro rata share of losses Incurred to 
general .depositors" by ^the failure .of 
any other state bank or banking insti- 
tution. Other .business was the ad- 
vancement »to third reading' Temple- 
man's bill permitting, township treas- 
urers to Invest school funds in state, 
county, municipal or sanitary district 
bonds. Templeman's school, fund' bill 
was Introduced and advanced to sec- 
ond reading In the senate, where Sen- 
ator Logan Hay held solitary vigil. 



New Diocese Created. 

•A new Roman Catholic diocese has 
been "created In the Btate of Illinois. 
It was carved out of the archdiocese 
of Chicago, and will bo known as the- 
bishopric of Rockford. A now bishop 
will shortly be provided for It He 
will have his cathedral in Rockford, 
and his residence will also be In that 
town. The now diocese will comprise 
12 counties In the northwestern sec- 
tion of the state, and have at the start 
a Catholic population of 100,000. After 
outlining plans for the. now diocese, 
a vote was taken and tho decision to, 
take the step was unanimous. A peti- 
tion was then formulated to be sent 
to Rome at once. Tho petition sets 
forth the decision to create tho new 
diocese and asks for ratification of the 
plan. A ratification of tills sort" Is 
never refused. The now diocese will 
comprise the counties of McHenry, 
Kane, Kendall, Boono, De Kalb, Lee, 
"Whiteside, Carroll, "Winnebago, Steph- 
enson, Jo Daviess, and Ogle. These 
12 counties now form a portion of the 
Chicago archdiocese. 



Boys Learn to. Be Farmers. 

Promoters of scientific farming and 
stock raising in Illinois have decided 
to turn their attention, from man to 
boys. It Is argued the average Illi- 
nois farmer thinks he knows all about 
operating a farm and has small sym- 
pathy for those who try to show him 
where he might Increase the size of 
his crops or the yield of his stock 
yard.. A. P.- Grout of . Scott county 
was one of the first to discover- this. 
In seeking to carry out this move- 
ment the. boys encampment was sug- 
gested and recently 100 boys passed 
a week upon the Grout farm In Scott 
county and took tho course of Instruc- 
tion provided. Speakers and instruc- 
• tors were present. 



To Meet and Organize. 

A proposition to^ establish a state 
organization of county treasurers Is 
advanced in a letter Bent put to all 
such officials In the state by B. A* Mc- 
Coy,? treasurer, of Adams county/ Mr. 
McCoy asks for opinions from tho 
treasurers on tho advlslblllty of 
holding a meeting In this city prior to 
the time the assessors begin work. He 
suggests March 6 as a suitable date. 
In requesting opinions on the. need 
of a Btate organization, Mr. McCoy 
points out that such, an association 
would conduce to an exchange of opin- 
ions as to the best methods for trans- 
acting the routine of that office In the 
various offices of the state. 



Operators to Be In Demand. 

Railroad telegraph operators will be 
in great demand by all railroads In 
Illinois after March 4,- when tho new 
law stipulating that' railroad opera- 
tors be. on duty only eight hours a 
day. gooB .into effect This Is a pre- 
diction by many of the railroad offi- 
cials, The act was passed by the last 
regular session of congress, and since 
that time railroads have been busy 
making preparations to comply with 
the provisions of the new law. 



Meeting Falls In Purpose. 

Coal operators and representatives 
of the minors met to discuss working 
conditions throughout Illinois. Tho 
operators urged the miners to call a 
state convention and dispose of the 
differences existing in Illinois prior to 
any effort to enter into an interstate 
agreement. The miners refused to 
consider the proposition. After six 
hours of discussion the operators 
agreed to bo In Indianapolis Janu- 
ary 30.
